The investigation 1s centéring 
on one specific incident that oc- 
curred within the last year, and 
the property involved is worth | 
about $100, by rough estimate, 
the Post-Dispatch was told.

The 29 food dealers who oper- 
ate stalls in Union Market, 700 
North Sixth street, are going to 
have to pay more rent about 
April 1, Comptroller Milton Car- 
penter acknowledged. 

Asked about reports that rents 
were to be increased approxi- 
mately 100 per cent, Carpenter 
replied: “The new rates have not 
been set, but there are lots of 
rumors flying around the mar- 
ket.” The present rent on a 
full stall, half-stall basis, ranges 
from $62 to $131 a month, plus 
$27 a month for refrigerated 
locker space. 

The new rates, Carpenter said, 
will be fixed as the results of 
a survey. The city is not trying 
to “make money” through the 
increase, Carpenter remarked, 
but hopes to be repaid gradually 
for the $140,000 spent for new 
display counters and other 
equipment at the market in the 
last six months. Stall operatofs, 
meanwhile, lared they are 
awaiting official notice of the 
rent increase before deciding 
what action they may take.

Robert Rubens, operator of a 
filling station at the Ninth street 
address, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he was telephoning when 
he heard Schneider screaming 
about 8:30 this morning. 


Rubens ran back to the ga- 
rage, found Schneider on his 
hands and knees at the garage 
door, and saw he had been shot. 

Schneider, shot once in the 
heart, Was dead on arrival at 
City Hospital. He was 40 years 
old and lived at 3430 Juniata 


street, oii ae 

Police were unable to obtain 
any immediate explanation for 
the shooting. Rubens said the

An automatic pistol which 
Schneider kept in the garage, 
was missing. Edward Newbern, 
employe of the filling station, 
said he saw Dobson standing in 
the garage, holding a pistol, at 
the time Sthneider was found 
fatally wounded.

him.”

Eden’s Announcement. 

Before Suydam made his 
statement, British Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Anthony Eden told 
the House of Commons in 
London that Britain, the United 
States and France had begun 
discussing arrangements for a 
meeting with Russia. 

Eden said Britain was ready 
and eager to discuss the future 
of Germany and Austria, dis- 
armament problems and a Euro- 
pean security system with the 
Russians. 

Britain, Eden said, proposed 
the Allies should follow a pro- 
cedure of consultation that will 
include meetings of officials, 
then perhaps meetings of for- 
eign ministers and, “if all goes 
well meetings probably at other 
levels also.”

WASHINGTON, March 28 
(AP) — John Marshall Harlan 
took the oath today as an asso- 
clate justice of the Supreme 
Court. 


In two brief ceremonies—the 


first a few minutes before noon 


and the second a few minutes 
after—Harlan, who is 55 years 
old, was elevated from a judge- 
ship on ‘the United States cir- 
cuit court in New York to the 
vacancy on the Supreme Court 
created by the death of Justice 
Robert H. Jackson. 

Harlan’s grandfather, for 
whom he was named, served on 
the Supreme Court for 34 years 
before his death in 1911. 

A packed courtroom, includ- 
ing Harlan’s 80-year-old mother, 
witness the second ceremony. 

Two oaths are prescribed. The 
first, administered by Chief 
Justice Warren in a private con- 
ference room, is the oath of of- 
fice swearing to support and 
defend the Constitution. 


The second, administered by 
Supreme Court Clerk Harold B. 
Willey in the court’s public ses- 
sion, is the judicial oath. 

It reads: “I do solemnly swear 
that I will administer justice 
without respect to persons, and 
do equal right to the poor and 
to the rich, and that I will faith- 
fully and impartially discharge 


and perform all the duties in- 
cumbent upon me as judge, ac- 
cording to the best of my abili- 
ties and understanding, agree- 
ably to the Constitution and laws 
ty United States. So help me 


After the reading of the 
court’s opinions and orders, 
arguments in new cases are 
scheduled. These argyments are 


expected to continue through 
April 5. 
Arguments in the biggest 


pending cases—put off because 
of Jackson's death last Oct. 9 
—get under way on April 11. 
The full bench of nine justices 
then will hear attorneys debate 
suggested methods and timing 
for putting into effect the court's 
unanimous decision last May

Harlan is the third Republican 
on the court.

Q. If uniformity of assess- 
ments among Missouri's counties 
is desirable, why are St. Louis 
county tax officials asking for a 
year’s delay in the effective date 
of the order after it is issued 
this summer? 


A. County officials contend 
the time available to put the in- 
crease into effect is too short 
this year. They also argue that 
inequities in assessments exists 
within the county which ought 
to be ironed out through a sci- 
entific reassessment of the en- 
tire county before any general 
across-the-board increase is add- 
ed to the assessment rolls. To 
add the increase without a true 
equalization would compound 
the existing inequities, they con- 
tend, 

Q. What is being done to pre- 
pare for the increase order when 
it is issued? 

A. Very little that meets the 
eye. Officials held a _ recent 
meeting at which they decided 
they would not at this time “on 
their own initiative” put the in- 
crease into effect. 

Q. Does this mean they will 
refuse to comply with the order? 

A. Not necessarily. The de- 
cision left the way open to com- 
ply when formally ordered to do 
so, sometime in late June or 
early July. 

Q. What is the possibility of 
legal resistance to the order? 

A. There is no clear-cut an- 
swer to this. Some lawyers have 
questioned the constitutionality 
of the order on the ground that 
it represents only a partial car- 
rying out of the commission’s 
constitutional duty. Only 26 
counties are affected this year 
although a number of others 
have assessment ratios less than 
the 30.per cent goal of the com- 
mission but above the 20 per 
cent (or’ lower) level of the 26. 

Q. What would be the results 
of a prolonged legal attack on 
the order? 

A. Again, the answer is high- 
ly speculative but there was an 
example in the case of Chicago 
in the late 19206 and early 1930s.

“In the field of national se- 
’ curity, tax evasion or criminal 
* conspiracies,” he said, “the only 
place you can get the evidence 
ordinarily is from the conspira- 
tors themselves and you pay! 
them just like any other witness | 
in court.” 

Brownell did not say who was” 
harmed by Matusow’s testimony | 
or how they might be given a. 

“new chance.” | 

“It's a rare case where you | 
will have a man like Matusow,” 
he said. “But when you do get 
one, then it is the Government's 
obligation to follow up to see | 
that he is punished and that any- 
body who has been hurt by his 
testimony, if it is false, is aeeni 
a new chance... 

Matusow has testified widely 
in court and before congression- 
al committees about Communist 
matters. Later, he said_he lied | 
in many instances. He recently 
was sentenced to three years in | 
prison for contempt of federal | 
court in Texas. 

The Attorney General re- 
newed his plea that Congress | 
permit the Justice Department | 
to use wire-tap evidence in the | 
prosecution of national security | 
cases. At present, it is legal to} 
tap telephones, but wire-tap evi- | 
dence is not permitted in court. | 
Keating has introduced a bill to | 
authorize the use of wire-tap evi- 
dence in national security cases. 

Brownell called the present; 
wire-tap law “a real, serious 
loophole from the standpoint of | 
protecting our safety.” He also. 
called for more teeth in the | 
perjury law to help prosecute | 
persons like Matusow.

Altitude Over Nevada 
Desert. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 
(AP) — The government last 
night officially disclosed plans 
to add atomic anti-aircraft 
weapons to its nuclear arsenal. 

A joint Atomic Energy Com- 
mission-Defense Department an- 
nouncement revealed that the 
current weapons tests in Nevada 
will include the firing of a 
nuclear blast miles high in the 
alf, at an altitude where enemy 
bombers would fly. Such an ex- 
plosion might be powerful 
enough to wreck an entire 
formation of planes. 

“Because of their great power, 
atomic air defense weapons will 
greatly increase our ability to 
repel an enemy air attack,” the 
announcement said. 

“The employment of such 
weapons for air defense pur- 
poses will enhance the effective- 
ness. of interceptor aircraft 
squadrons and ground-based air 
defense units in stopping enemy 
bombers short of our cities and 
other strategic targets.” 

Variety of Weapons. 

The wording suggested the 
atomic ack-ack weapons being 
developed will include missiles 
or artillery fire not only from 
the ground but launched from 
interceptor planes flying high 
above enemy bomber forma- 
tions. It also raised the possibil- 
ity that under some conditions, 
tactics could involve simultane- 
ous use of ground and air- 
launched atomic weapons to 
“bracket” enemy bombers with 
nuclear fire from top and bot- 
tom. 

The announcement referred to 
the use of a nuclear “device” 
in the forthcoming experiment 
over the Nevada proving ground. 
If an actual missile or artillery 
shell were involved, the refer- 
ence probably would have been 
to a weapon. 

The ae is that the ex- 
perimenters plan to drop the 
test device from an aircraft 
flying at high altitude. It would 
be exploded at the desired point 
by any one of several methods— 
barometric -pressure, remote 
control or electronic triggering 
as the object Malls into a radar 
beam. 

The purpose of this test, the 
announcement said, will be to 
supplement information needed 
by the Continental Air Defense 
Command and other agencies 
“regarding the effects of atomic 
explosions at high altitudes.” 

New Experiment. 

The AEC and Defense Depart- 
ment said the nuclear device 
will be detonated at a point 
“many thousands of feet &bove 
the ground.” The normal cruis- 
ing altitude for modern jet 
bombers is 30,000 feet or above. 

In no previous test nor in 
the two combat drops of atomic 
bombs have atomic explosions 
occurred at anything like that 
altitude. Atomic weaponeers 
thus have no firing tables on 
which to base estimates for pro- 
ducing actual msuclear anti-air- 
craft weapons. 

This appears one of the pri- 
mary purposes of the high alti- 
tude test—to establish pressure 
curves and other data on atomic 
explosion at altitudes where 
the density of the air is only a 
fraction of that at ground level. 

Use of atomic explosives will 
involve a_ different principle 
than that of conventional anti- 


aircraft fire. The knock-down of 
aircraft by atomic weapons will 
depend almost entirely on the 
destructive shock wave of the 
conventional 
“flak” most of the damage re- 
sults from fragmentation of the 


explosion. With

PARIS, March 28—In a few 
weeks a French expedition led 
by the White Russian historian 
Alexander Korganoff will em- 
bark on the second chapter of a 
treasure hunt begun by Massa- 
chusetts-born Capt. William 
Phips in 1691. 

Destination: A coral reef 
known as “Silver Bank” located 
100 miles west 6f the Bahama 


Islands, Treasure: gold bars, 
jewels, gold plate—booty of 
Central American conquista- 


dores of 300 years ago lost en 
route from Vera Cruz to Spain 
when the Spanish galleon Nostra 
Senora de la Conception want 
to the bottom. 

Korkanoff discovered the se- 
cret of,the Nostra Senora de la 
Conception while researching in 
Madrid for a thesis on the fleets 
that brought the treasures of the 
new world to Spain in the 
seventeenth century. 


Found Old Documents. 
He stumbled onto several un- 


published documents suggesting |§ 


that in 1641 the Spanish fleet 


had engaged in a.terrific war | 
with the elements. He says it @ 
took him 10 years of research @ 
in Madrid and Seville archives, | 


in the Bodleian library in Ox- 
ford and in the French National 
Archieves to get the full facts of 
the tragedy. 


In 1951 he organized a scien- : 


tific mission to pinpoint the 
scene. He claims that the gal- 
leon with most of its valuable 
treasures is still there where it 
sank. 

Here is the 300-year-old story 
as finally made public just as 
Korganoff is about to set off to 
begin the hunt. 

In July 1641 Madrid issued 
orders that the 20-ship Spanish 
fleet assembled in Vera Cruz 
harbor set sail for Spain with 
two years “revenue” from the 
New World. 

Ordered to Set Sail. 

Fleet Admiral Don Juan de 
Vilavicencio promptly replied 
that most of his ships including 
the flagship Nostra Senora de la 
Conception needed several 
months overhauling before dar- 
ing to sail, He was told to sail 
anyhow. 

After 30 days of rough sailing 
in the Florida straits the ad- 
miral’s fears were realized. His 
own ship with the most precious 
part of the cargo began to take 
on water. 

He managed to get superficial 
repairs at Havana and again 
took to sea. 

But the Nostra Senora de la 
‘| Conception’s days were num- 
bered. Off the coast of Santo 
Domingo a new storm camé up. 
The ship capsized and 324 sea- 
men and homecoming soldiers 
were drowhed. The admiral 
himself along with 190 others 
managed to escape. 

The Santissima Sacramento 
almost reached home, sinking 
just off the port of Cadiz. Eight 
other ships sank in the Gulf of 
Florida. The rest found shelter 
in harbors along the Bahama 
coast and were saved. 

The finances of the already 
impoverished Spanish kingdom 
were'so hard hit by this disaster 


off. 


that the decline of what had for- 
merly been the mightiest coun- 
try of Europe was precipitated. 

It was 50 years later that 
Capt. Phips made the first at- 


diving treasure hunt. 

Figaro, the French newspaper 
to whose reporter Korganoff 
tol@ the story, has published 
a full-page article about the ex- 
pedition and announced that it 
wilk semd two special corre- 
spomdents to cover the diving 
and research work when it 


tempt to retrieve the lost treas- 
ure. Sponsored by three Eng- 
lish kings, Charles I, James II 
and William III, Phips finally 
reached the wreck of the Nostra 
Senora de la Conception on his 
second attempt. He rescued 26 
tons of booty. But when he re- 
turned a third time he failed to 
break into the part of the ship's 
hold where the precious jewels 
and gold lay. 

Phips was knighted by Wil- 
liam III for his efforts, how- 
ever, and later served as gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts for the 
British Crown, in which post 
he died.

Mr. Cain’s Public Service 

Harry P. Cain was not exactly our favorite 
United States Senator when he represented the 
State of Washington, 1947-1953, but he is rapidly 
becoming our favorite former Senator now at 
work in Washington for the Eisenhower regime. 

Speaking as a member of the Federal Subver- 
sive Activities Control Board, Mr. Cain pre- 
sented the seventh annual Conference on Civil 
Liberties in Washington with a security control 
improvement program that is nothing less than 
first-rate. In the light of current practices, Mr. 
Cain’s proposals are wholesomely revolutionary. 

The former Republican Senator proposes first 
of all that the security reform problem be lifted 
out of the hands of little men and made the re- 
sponsibility of a commission of distinguished 
citizens. He made the sound suggestion that it 
include former Presidents Truman and Hoover, 
retired judges of higher courts such as Learned 
Hand, and leaders in Congress and private Hfe. 

Mr. Cain then goes on to make such eminently 
fair recommendations that informers be required 
to support any derogatory information they sup- 
ply in sworn testimony or retract the testimony; 
that non-sensitive Government employes not 
be suspended until proper hearings have been 
held; and that training schools be set up to pro- 
vide security officers of the highest order. 

He also proposes that Government legal offi- 
cers assist individuals in their own defense in 
addition to telling them of their rights; that con- 
tradictions in the many security systems be 
reconciled so job applicants may know what to 
do to clear themselves; and that the Attorney 
General's blacklist of alleged subversive organ- 
izations be liquidated. 

As to the Brownell blacklist, Mr. Cain said: 

I am bluntly suggesting that an examina- 
tion of a person’s record over an eight year 
period from 1947 to 1955 is sufficient to 
judge usefulness and loyalty. The Attorney 
General's list, when related to membership 
prior to 1947, excepting membership in the 
Communist party, is an extravagant and 
futile waste of time. * 

Many of the organizations have been dead 
for years, and in this sense they are de- 
fenseless. Should we go on dis- 
credit on individuals who belonged to this 
type of organization many years ago? Would 
it not serve the public interest to eliminate 
all the deadwood? The Attorney General's 
list ought, in my opinion, to be liquidated 
through procedures our country supports. 

As if these proposals are not bold enough, 
Mr. Cain goes so far as to defend in effect mem- 
bership in the National Lawyers’ Guild which 
Attorney General Brownell charges is an outlet 
for Communist thought and activity. — 

Noting that the American Bar Association 
would not formerly admit Negroes, or grant lim- 
ited membership to. students, Mr. Cain said that 
if he had been-a Negro lawyer or an enterpris- 
ing law school undergraduate, he might well. 
have joined the Lawyers Guild. Had he done so, 
he now would be “held suspect and penalized 
for having been ambitious in my youth.” 

But best of all Harry Cain aimed a magnifi- 
cent shot straight at those who, in the guise of 
fighting Communism, deliberately undermine 
the Bill of Rights. He who uses “Fifth Amend- 
ment Communist” as a smear term is, said Mr. 
Cain, “as guilty of disrespect for the Constitu- 
tion as any Communist could be.” Bravo for that! 

The public service that Mr. Cain is now doing 
is all the more remarkable when it is remem- 
bered that he has taken the floor of the Senate 
to defend Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin. We 
think -~we know the explanation. As a member 
of the Subversive Activities Control Board Mr. 
Cain has had a concentrated opportunity, ex- 
tending over the last two critical years, to see 
what happens when it becomes Government poli- 
cy not to allow Americans to meet their accusers. 

The country, in our opinion, owes Harry P. 
Cain a debt of gratitude for his current good 
works. May they bring much-needed reform in 
this important field of how to protect security 
and individual rights at one and the same time.

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No Place for a Deadlock 


It would be a pity if a quarrel over a few per- 
centage points were to deprive postal workers of 
a-pay increase this year. Equally regrettable it 
would be if the same quarrel prevented adoption 
of a comprehensive reclassification of postal jobs 
for the purpose of improving the basic pay 
structure and the service. 

Both these possibilities emerge from the dis- 
pute between Congress and the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration over whether postal and civil work- 
ers shall receive a 7.6 per cent or a 10 per cent 
pay increase. The Senate has decisively voted 
for 10 per cent, but not by a large enough mar- 
gin to override a veto should that eventuate. 
The House declined to accept a postal bill which 
not only increased pay by an average 7.6 per 
cent but set up new classifications. 

The case for a postal pay increase is very 
strong, as the Administration has admitted by 
agreeing first to 5 and then to 6 and then to 7.6 
per cent. Postal workers are one of the few 
groups in the country which have had no in- 
crease in the past four years—and during these 
four years their productivity, in terms of mail 
handled per worker, has risen by about 20 
per cent. 

President Eisenhower did not tell quite all 
the story. when he said at his news conference 
that postal pay has risen from $1700 to $3200, or 
92 per cent, since 1045. Actually that $1700 


. minimum fof starting employes was in effect 


not only in 1945 but also in 1940. The postal 
workers can show that other wages and salaries 
have risen since 1940 vastly more than their 
own, in some cases twice as far or more. 


Though the relative position of postal workers | 


thus has worsened during that period, it remains 
true that they compare favorably with some 
other groups of workers at.this time. At an aver- 
age of around $78 a week, postal clerks earn as 
much as or more than many production workers 
in manufacturing industries, and more than 
some comparable white collar groups in private 
business . 


Granting that a pay increase of some size is. 
justified, these facts suggest that there ought to © 


be leeway for some give and take which will 
make the increase effective this year and at the 
same time overhaul the salary structure in gen- 
eral. But if Congress is insistent on the 10 per 
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cent increase after its own pay increase, then 
the White House, in our opinion, would be well 
advised to accept the slightly higher rate. Either 
a deadlock or a veto would be most unfortunate.

End of Hesitancy 

Final approval by France of the treaties deal- 
ing with West Germany should mean not only 
stronger European defenses but stronger ef- 
forts to negotiate ‘peace. 

Premier Edgar F well stated the way the 
United States, most of Europe and much of 
France itself had looked upon the long delays 
in Paris regarding the German question. “France 
has hesitated for years,” he said, “and there 
comes a time when it cannot hesitate any 
longer.” 

In conse@yuence the French Senate approved 
four treaties to restore West German sovereign- 
ty, permit German rearmament, admit West 
Germany to the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization and to the Western European Union, and 
reorganize the disputed Saar region. 

In spite of the concrete results, however, 
there was no excessive determination behind 
the decision regarding France’s ancient enemy. 
The Senate votes were not overwhelming. They 
merely re-approved the more important ap- 
proval of these treaties by the French Assem- 
bly last December. And there is considerable 
question whether the Assembly would have 
voted for the treaties again, had the issue 
arisen in this current perplexed state of French 
political affairs. / . 

Senate debate: proved that an impelling fac- 
tor behind the final vote was hope that a deci- 
sion on Germany would lead, at last, to major 
East-West talks. And now that the deed is fi- 
nally done in Paris, encouraged Administration 
spokesmen. in Washington believe such talks 
may soon be arranged. 

The French action is only one reason for this 
belief. A second is the statement by Russian 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin generally approving 
President Eisenhower's. views on a. big-power 
meeting. 

The argument that East-West talks might 
interfere with a decision to reorganize European 
defenses no longer holds. The way is clear for 
strengthening Western defense. It should be no 
less clear for positive negotiations for peace. 
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Lives Ruined for “Economy” 

Juvenile delinquency deserves and will un- 
doubtedly receive much of the time of the 
regional ' meeting which the Child Welfare 
League of America is holding here. Missouri's 
Senator Hennings, who participated in the 
searching senatorial investigation of this grow- 
ing social malady, is one of the speakers. 

Has the country not arrived at the point where 
it is lack of money rather than lack of planning 
‘that is holding up results? A paragraph from 
the report submitted by Senator Hennings and 
his colleagues may make this clear: 


The subcommittee is forced to conclude 
that essential defenses against delinquency 
are today weak, inadequate, poorly manned, 
and in some measure even totally lacking in 
every community in the nation. This is not 
to say that the quality of home life for the 
average American child is grossly inferior, 
nor that the average American community 
is lacking in decency, nor that educational 
standards in our schools are universally 
poor. It does mean, however, that services 
designed to support these institutions and 
to catch children falling through their chinks 
are not only weak but literally gaping with 
holes. 


Much is known today about the finding and 
treatment of the “pre-delinquent” child, but as 
the subcommittee points out, it can hardly be 
applied when “schools spilling over with young- 
sters are undermanned by underpaid teachers.” 
The difficulties outside the schools are even 
greater. Yet.the Administration is still stalling 
on even the federal help which would provide 
something like normal schools for normal 
youngsters. 

Senators Hennings, Kefauver and Langer have 
introduced a bill to help the operation of ade- 
quate anti-delinquency programs in the various 
states, and also to help in the training of men 
and women for this urgent work. But when nor- 
mal school needs go unmet,.will this stand a 
better chance? 

It may be that, essentially, delinquency is a 
moral problem, an indication of a lack of suf- 
ficiently high and wise standards of conduct in 
family and community. Is there an example of 
this in the preference of “economy” over saving 
human lives and personalities?

Secrecy About Radiation Dangers 


Chicago scientist who cared for Marshall Islanders after hydro- 
gen bomb fall-out accuses Atomic Energy Commission of keeping 
facts from‘ public; AEC denies this but writer lists evidence 
against it; scientists fear secrecy impedes mediéal progress.

Are the Atomic Energy Commission 
and other government agencies with- 
holding important medical information 
on “radiation sickness” which is the 
result of faHout, that is, the slow set- 
tling of radioactive particles after an 
atomic explosion? 

Dr. George LeRoy of the University 
of Chicago, who cared for Marshall Is- 
landers after the fallout of March l, 
1954, testified in Washington, D.C., that 
the co on was not as diligent as 
medical men would like it to be in pub- 
lishing its medical findings in cases of 
radiation sickriess. 

In tact, some of his own findings had 
been classified. 

The commission promptly retorted 
that it had announced the effects of 
nuclear radiation, blast, flash burns and 
fallout as soon as possible and pointed 
to a long statement which it issued on 
Feb. 15, 1955, and which The New York 
Times published in full on Feb. 16. 


The record is not wholly in the com- 
mission’s favor. There is the case of Dr. 
Louis B. Slotin, for example, a young 
Canadian physicist who lost his life in 
Los Alamos after performing a danger- 
ous experiment with parts of an A- 
bomb. 

As everyone knows, at this late day, 
there must be a chain reaction if an 
A-bomb is to explode. 

The reaction occurs constantly when 
two lumps of uranimum 235 or of plu- 
tonium meet to form what is called the 
“critical mass.” Anything less is as 
harmless as a piece of scrap iron. 

In an A-bomb two lumps are shot 
together to form a critical mass. The 
meeting of the two must be sudden. 


What happens if two lumps less than 


the critical mass are gradually brought 


together? 

There is no explosion, no debris, no 
noise. In such an experiment the lumps 
are usually brought near each other by 
remote control. 

Slotin preferred to work with his 
hands or with a tool as simple as a 
screw driver. The risk was grave. 

On May 21, 1946, the screw driver 
(or whatever the tool was) slipped so 
that the two lumps were moved beyond 
the danger point. 

There was a blue glow, a sensation of 
heat, an emission of powerful gamma 
rays and neutrons. Slotin knew what 
this meant. 

Quickly he tore the lumps apart (with 
his bare hands), an heroic deed that 
saved the lives of eight others who were 
in the laboratory. He died nine days later. 


The case of Slotin is probably unique. 
Even in Hiroshima and Nagasaki those 
who died of radiation sickness could 
not have been as intensely irradiated as 
he was. 

The findings were therefore of the 
highest scientific importance. Yet over 
four years were allowed to pass before 
a medical report on Slotin appeared in 
the professional press. 

It is,hard to convince physicians that 
it took all those years to prepare a case 
history and draw the proper conclu- 
sions from it. 

The case of the Marshall Islanders 
who were exposed to radio-active fall- 
out after the H-bomb test of March 1, 
1954, .is similar. 

It was not until February, 1955. that 
the bare facts were made public. As 
yet no full medical report on the inci- 
dent has appeared. 


There were other anomalies about 
the historic explosion of March 1, 1954. 


Nobody can forget the death of one 
Japanese fisherman who was a victim 
of the fallout on that occasion, nor the 
radiation sickness from which his mates 
suffered. 

An American authority like Dr. LeRoy 
could say nothing for publication about 
the case, but ‘no restriction was im- 
posed on the Japanese physician who 
treated the sick fishermen. 


In a statement which he filed in 
Washington, Dr. LeRoy made the point 
that even in the Soviet Union, “infor- 
mation that we are not able to give pur 
fellow physicians at this time” could 
have been published. 

Though the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion denies that ‘it keeps medical dis- 
coveries secret, Dr. LeRoy testified in 
Washington that it does. 

“Work that I have done and which 
has been classified,” he said, “cannot 
be published.” Secrecy “has prevented 
my discussing many aspects of my work 
with qualified physicians who have not 
been cleared.” As a result he was 
forced to move “in a small circle of 
people.” 

In his opinion there is “a very real 
possibility” that the advance of medical 
science ip radiology may be impeded 
if the AEC does not modify its policy. 
He therefore pleaded for less unneces- 
sary secrecy in the interest of science 
and mankind. 

“If the data (about fallout’s effects) 
were available to the medical profes- 
sion,” he concluded, “there would be a 


great deal more work going on than 


there is at the present time.” 


. Using Prisoners in Parks 
From The Des Moines Register 


The bill to authorize the use of pris- 
oner work crews in Iowa’s rundown 
state parks has two objectives: To im- 
prove the parks cheaply, and to help in 
rehabilitating inmates who can be trust- 
ed under minimum.security conditions. 

The bill probably would rehabilitate 
more prisoners than’ parks. 

Prisoners could profitably be used 
only on jobs which would require siz- 
able crews. If prisoners were sent out 
in small crews, the costs per man would 
be prohibitively high. 

But if the right kinds of jobs are 
available, putting the prisoners to work 
in the state parks would have much 
to eommend it from the standpoint of 
enlightened A gy Bred It has been 
demonstrated in ifornia, in the fed- 
eral prison system, and to a certain ex- 
tent in Iowa, that relatively few prison- 
ers need to be bottled up in a maximum 
security prison. , 

Enlightened penologists such as Ken- 
yon J. Scudder, president of the Ameri- 
can Correction Association, know that 
there are positive dangers in locking 

ble ners in with less 
hardened offenders. 
Scudder is an advocate of the “open 


A 


prison,” where all but the most hard- 
ened 25 or 30 per cent of prisoners can 
do productive work and live under con- 
ditions which will fit them for their 
eventual return to society. 

Putting men outside of the Fort Mad- 
ison penitentiary would be nothing new. 
About 40 prisoners are living and work- 
ing at the prison farm at Clive and an- 
other 140 more at two prison farms 
near Fort Madison, 

There is no significant difference be- 
tween putting prisoners to work on 
state-owned farms and placing them in 
state parks. | . 

The important thing is that the men 
be adequately screened, adequately su- 
pervised, and that it be understood that 
the plan would be no panacea, either 
for the park or the prison problems,

Between Book Ends 


Despotism in Denmark 
THE TYRANTS, by Richard 8. Thomsen. (6, P, 

Putnam's Sons, pgs. $3.50.) 

The tyrants of this novel ate the 
land-owners who lived during the 
eighteenth century on Denmark’s bleak 
Farce Islands in the Atlantic midway 
between Iceland and Northern Scotland. 
On May 21, 1777, the Council of the 
islands, with a view of restricting the 
growth of the population to the extent 
of the scant, domestic food supply, cre- 
ated a law which prohibited peasants 
from marrying unless they owned land 
or were in a position to lease land. 

Guttorm of Bratte, a land-owner with 
a heart of stone, who ruled his serfs 
with a merciless severity by the ex- 
pedient of giving or withholding their 
food, was ome of the Council members 
who actively supported the law.

two young men because of the danger- 
ous rising tide. 

After they survive a hayrowing night 
on the rock and escape by climbing a 
cliff, Jorund and Sigvad kidnap Gut- 
torm and repay him in kind by return- 
ing him to the reef and leaving him 
marooned there. When Guttorm is 
finally rescued, the lads are placed un- 
der arrest, but Guttorm’s good wife, 
Maria, intercedes for them and allows 
them to escape to a distant part of the 
island where an ex-suitor of hers gives 
them land and they are lawfully mar- 
ried to their fiancees. 

In his new-found respectability and 
affluence, Jorund gradually becomes as 
much of a despot as Guttorm had been 
years before, and the story Mr. Thom- 
sen tells is of Jorund’s tyrannical treat- 
ment of the people who work his land, 
as well as his wife and children, and 
his obsession for morality which strong- 
ly resembles Guttorm’s, until he meets 
his melodramatic end in the closing 
chapter of the book. : 

Richard B. Thomsen was born and 
raised in the Faroe islands and is now 
a successful Danish novelist. All of his 
five published novels have been favor- 
ably received in Denmark, and “The 
Tyrants,” his latest one, is the first to 
be translated into English. Perhaps its 
historical significance makes it impor- 
tant to readers in Denmark. Though Mr. 
Thomsen’s style as translated from the 
Danish by Naomi Walford is terse and 
forthright. his story lacks the plot in- 
terest and depth of characterization 
that American readers expect in their 
novels.

Was President Consulted? 


The President was not asked 
at his news conference why he 
had permitted publication of 
the Yalta documents in view of 
his own feelings about political 
exploitation of them and the 
anxiety of our allies. 
It has been assumed he was 
consulted on such an: impor- 
tant matter, especially since 
Winston Churchill was  con- 
sulted about publication a few 
days before they were “leaked” 
here by the State Department. 
Democrats regarded the 
Yalta incident as just angther 
in a series, the last before this 
being provided by Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon with his 1954 cam- 
paign speeches. Those angered 
Democrats just as much as had 
Senators McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and Jenner (Rep.), In- 
diana, on their Lincoln birth- 
day tours early last year with 
their “party of treason” and 
“20 years of treason.”

THE TIME when most of these things could be done 
is already past. The next thing to do is to see that your

“The principal value is the 
same as in any nursery school,” 
said John H. Kniest, executive 
director. “That is to give the 
children a chance to get ad- 
justed to each other, to learn 
to play together. 

“But this school has an addi- 
tional purpose, to explore the 
child’s potentialities and help 
us decide what therapy or train- 
ing would be advisable in the 
future. This is as important 
to the parents who are respon- 
sible for his care as it is to the 
child himself.” 

The equipment is adjusted to 
the needs and abilities of the 
children. A tricycle, for instance, 
is equipped with a support and 
special pedals. An ordinary egg- 
beater, such as you would have 
in your kitchen cabinet, is a 
valuable toy because it helps a 
child co-ordinate the use of both 
hands. To make it even more 
useful, the children beat up in- 


“We think it’s good for the 
parents, too. Some of them who 
formerly kept themselves apart 
now see that other children also 
have the same difficulties, and 
they become more interested in 
the program of rehabilitation.”

UT the long-range effects of 
Pine: mursery school work is 

as important, Kniest said, as 
the increased ability to get along 
with others. When they have 
“graduated” from nursery school, 
they are more qualified to enter 
regular classes than they would 
have been without nursery school 
experience. Not only is their 
physical condition improved, but 
they are better able to adjust to 
association with normal pupils. 

“The principal of a school who 


had refused to take one of our 
youngsters subsequently was con- 


vinced by the progress made in 
nursery school that he could ad- 
just to regular classroom work,”

The Dean Speaks Up: ALesson to Learn

E learn. We have learned 
W a great deal about epidem- 

ies. For centuries the 
Black Death walked unehal- 
lenged through 
the cities of Eu- 
rope, claiming 
prince and pau- 
per with demo- 
cratic indiffer- 
ence. A king of 
France died of 
smallpox. Chol- 
era raged in the 


Crimea, yellow 
fever in New 
Orleans. 


That was be- Dean Starbird 
fore Pasteur 
taught us how to buy immunity, 
taught us that none is safe until 
all are safe. That lesson we 
learned thoroughly. As a result 
we have isolation wards, immi- 
gration laws and quarantines, 
antiseptics and disinfectants. 

Not for one moment would we 
tolerate or ignore an outbreak 
of bubonic plague in the. slums 
of St. Louis today because it 
would constitute a threat to all 
of us in our sanitary well-deco- 
rated homes. The boy from the 
fraternity house would be car- 
ried out in the same hour as the 
dead-end kid, and mourning 
would become Portland Place as 
well as the river wards. 

The city would rise up in 


wrath. There would be protests, 
resolutions, letters to the editor. 


Money would.be no object. Ev- 


ery effort would be made, no 
matter how costly, to stamp out 
the plague. 


= 

IT IS STRANGE then that we 
are willing to tolerate another 
plague, more deadly, more con- 
tagious and pervasive than dis- 
ease. We talk and write about 
it, we hold conferences and 
round table discussions until 
“juvenile delinquency’> has be- 
come a cliche. 

But we don’t really take it 
seriously. We don’t really be- 
lieve that this moral plague is 
worse than leprosy, that it con- 
demns its young victims to a 
future of wretchedness, that it 
can be controlled by no “cordon 
sanitaire” but will enter your 
home and mine irrecovably in 
ways we cannot now imagine. 

Obviously we don’t believe it. 
If we believe it, we should do 
something more than cluck like 
an outraged hen; we should take 
stern preventive measures, and 
at once. Money would be no ob- 
ject. 

Money, however, IS an object, 
an object more dear than the 
life of a boy. We refuse to do 
what we can. Here in St. Louis
